Snipers  stationed  on 
Campus  Pizza  roof 
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Students  speak  on  the  shooting 
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Shootings  and 
sniper  rifles 
scare  residents 

Four  shots  were  fired. 
Ten  arrests  were 
made.  No  one  was 
hurt.  Rumors  of  prostitu- 
tion, sniper  rifles,  hostages 
and  police  lines  are  on  the 
minds  of  FSC  residents  this 
week. 


At  5:30am  on  Sunday,  gun  shots  from 
Myrtle  st.  woke  up  neighbors  and  early  rising 
FSC  students;  Russell  Towers  had  a  fire 
alarm  at  4:30am.  Around  7:30am  the  police 
bull  horns  sounded  waking  sleeping  neigh- 
bors. Two  witnesses,  Jim  and  Veronica 
Litterio  said,  "We  saw  them  bring  the  first  four 
guys  out  before  8am.  The  first  guy  they 
brought  out  had  a  gun.  His  hands  were  up  in 
the  air.  and  the  gun  was  dangling,  like  he  was 
giving  it  up.''  Officers  arrest- 
ed the  suspects  and  trans- 
ported them  from  the  scene. 
Following  the  approximate 
8:00am  arrest,  crowds  began 
to  gather  for  a  stand  off 
between  the  remaining  sus- 
pects and  the  FPD;  they  were 
not  evacuated  until  10:00am. 
dents  gathered  to  watch  the  police  set  up 
roadblocks,  barricades  and  sniper  spots.  An 
anonymous  college  student  said,  "How  am  I 
supposed  to  feel  safe  when  men  with  sniper 
rifles  are  on  my  roof?"  Another  student  and 
local   resident,   Steve  Nelson  said,   "Sharp 


shooters  came  into  our  house  trying  to  get  a 
better  angle.  They  were  using  the  phone, 
and  saying  stuff  like,  'Yeah,  we've  got  a  pret- 
ty good  shot  at  the  fence  right  here.'" 

David  Taylor,  a  resident  at  the  crime 
scene,  was  cuffed  by  officers  shortly  after 
waking  that  morning.  He  said,  "I'm  more 
annoyed  [than  angry]  because  they  are  dis- 
turbing my  rights.  I  was  sleeping,  I  have  to 
work  tomorrow."  Some  innocent  bystanders 
were  apprehended  by  officers  as  they  were 
indistinguishable  from  the  alleged  offenders. 
Residents  weren't  the  only  ones  affected. 
Hai  Dousis,  owner  of  Campus  Pizza  and 
Variety,  had  to  close  shop  during  the  incident.

The  President  could 
not  be  reached  for  com- 
ment about  the  shooting. 
Following  last  year's  shooting  incident,  the 
administration  ordered  all  resident  hall  doors 
locked.  They  have  remained  locked  since. 
The  repercussions  to  this  shooting  are  yet  to 
be  determined;  the  shooting  was  officially  off- 
campus,  but  the  distance  from  campus  is 
negligible  in  the  minds  of  many  on-campus 
residents. 

Hostage  situations  and  other  similar 
rumors  show  the  wide  spread  ignorance  of 
the  incident.  Ten  people  were  taken  into  cus- 
tody. Two  are  charged  with  gun  related 
felonies;  eight  are  charged  with  misde- 
meanors. The  motives  behind  the  alleged 
crimes  are  unknown.  Captain  Tasker  of  the 
FPD  is  handing  the  incident's  publicity  and 
has  yet  to  answer  the  Point's  phone  calls.  We 
will  print  a  detailed  follow-up  in  the  next  edi- 
tion of  the  Point. 


Public  Safety 
finds  new  home 

According  to  Facilities  president  Steve 
Lanciani,  Public  safety  was  once  housed  "in 
a  shack  either  at  or  near  the  sight  of  what  is 
Aubuchon  Hall".

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Broadcast  messages 
evoke  aggravation 


The  new  phone  system  although  techno- 
logically enhanced,  is  aggravating. 

One  of  the  "perks"  to  this  new  system  is  the 
ability  to  send  messages  to  anyone  on  cam- 
pus and  check  your  messages  from  any 
room. 

If  you  are  like  me,  you  come 
back  to  your  room  after  a  long, 
monotonous  day  of  classes.  You 
pick  up  the  phone,  only  to  be 
greeted  with  that  haunting  yet 
"beautiful"  sound:  beep,  beep, 
beep,  beep.

When  Andrea  began  working  on  the  play, 
she  thought  that  she  was  going  to  be  an 
advisor  to  the  deaf  character  in  the  play. 
She  was  there  to  teach  signs  and  actions 
and  to  make  sure  that  the  portrayals  related 
to  the  deaf  culture.   She  soon  found  her- 


self, however,  in  the  role  of  Stephanie, 
which,  according  to  Andrea,  has  been  fun 
and  stressful  at  the  same  time.  Andrea  is 
majoring  in  Early  Childhood  Education  and 
Special  Education.  She  has  had  to  balance 
homework,  rehearsals  for  Thornwood, 
C.E.S.,  and  teaching  sign  lan- 
guage in  the  sign  language 
club. 

According  to  Andrea,  since 
this  is  a  hearing  play,  she  has  to 
be  very  careful  to  learn  when 
her  cues  are  so  she  knows 
when  to  act.

can  send  messages  to  every  phone  on 
campus.  When  someone  decides  to  do  a 
broadcast,  it  is  the  same  process  you  use  to 
send  a  message  to  a  friend,  except  the 
phone  that  is  doing  the  work  has  a  special 
code  that  needs  to  be  typed  in,  somewhat 
like  the  code  we  need  to  dial  in  if  we  want  to 
hear  our  messages. 

When  people  approach  Tullio  for  assis- 
tance, he  usually  sits  down  with  the  individ- 
ual to  discuss  whether  or.  not  their 
announcement  is  worthy  of  our  time.  He 
said  this  is  a  difficult  process  because  many 
clubs  and  organizations  such  as  SGA,  the 
Point,  and  the  Falcon  Players  need  to  get 
the  word  out,  but  sometimes  their  message 
does  not  merit  the  right  to  take  up  our  twen- 
ty seconds.  Most  messages  that  make  the 
cut  are  the  ones  that  affect  the  whole 
school,  for  example,  when  classes  get  can- 
celed and  when  the  FalconFest  lunch  was 
moved  indoors  last  semester. 

If  you  have  not  noticed  yet,  offices  at  the 
school  usually  send  messages  that  deal 
with  deadlines  for  financial  aid  and  other 
topics  you  usually  let  your  parents  worry 
about,  but  Tullio  tends  to  present  messages 
that  affect  the  students.  So,  if  your  organi- 
zation has  information  that  needs  to  be  sent 
out,  Tullio  is  one  of  the  people  you  can  talk 
to.  Ann  Coyne  is  someone  who  is  also 
available  to  help. 

An  added  advantage  to  broadcast  mes- 
sages is  that  if  your  organization  has  news 
you  would  like  to  send  to  the  masses,  you 
can  talk  to  Tullio  and  he  will  let  you  do  your 
own  bulletin  (I  wouldn't  know,  I  haven't 
heard  a  message  since  the  first  week  of 
school). 

Even  though  these  broadcast  messages 
can  get  a  bit  annoying  at  times  (yes,  Tullio 
knows  we  hate  them)  and  they  take  up  pre- 
cious seconds  of  our  lives  that  we  can 
never  have  back,  all  three  or  four  people  on 
campus  who  actually  listen  find  them  quite 
informative.  So  it  doesn't  hurt  anyone  to 
have  them  sent  to  us,  and  heck,  if  there  is 
some  sort  of  election  on  campus  and  a  few 
extra  people  come  out  to  vote  just  because 
they  heard  the  message,  then  the  broad- 
cast did  its  job.

In  response  to  the  disturbing  and  provok- 
ing advertisements  that  have  of  late  graced 
the  pages  of  the  Point,  I  would  like  to  dispel 
any  romantic  myths  or  greedy  notions  you 
may  have  created  about  becoming  an  egg 
donor. 

Recently,  US  World 
and  News  Report  pub- 
lished an  article  written  by 
Traci  Watson,  "Sister,  can 
you  spare  an  egg?"  deal- 
ing with  the  exact  contro- 
versial question  that  has 
now  been  posed  to  the 
women  at  FSC. 

Advertisements  for  egg 
donors  have  been  in  the 
past  two  issues  of  the 
Point,  soliciting  women 
from  the  ages  of  21-33  to  donate  their  eggs 
to  a  desperate  couple  wanting  a  child,  for 
"generous  compensation"  of  course.

The  number  of 
incidents  dropped  from  six  hundred  at  the 
beginning  of  1996  down  to  three  hundred  at 
the  end  of  the  Spring  semester.  Over  the 
next  couple  of  years  the  numbers  continued 
to  drop.  During  the  1996-1997  school  year, 
the  total  number  of  incidents  were  now  at  one 
hundred  and  fifty.  Currently,  the  estimated 
incidents  for  the  1997-1998  school  year  will 
be  down  to  seventy-five. 

During  his  career  at  FSC  Torpie  adopted 
an  open-door  policy  in  his  residence  halls. 
He  wanted  residents  to  feel  that  they  could 
come  to  him  and  speak  freely  if  they  had 
problems  that  they  needed  advice  on.  Torpie 
will  be  greatly  missed  by  both  his  residents 
and  colleagues  alike  here  at  FSC. 

Because  of  the  departures  of  Torpie  and 


Christopher  Clarke,  who  was  hired  as  the 
Town  House  Resident  Director  last  semester, 
Residence  Life  will  be  making  changes  with- 
in the  Residence  Halls. 

Melissa  Lemieux,  formerly  the  Residence 
Director  of  Herlihy  Hall,  will  be  moving  to 
Russell  Towers  where  she  will  complete  the 
1998  school  year.  Effect  immediately,  Anesti 
Agapiadis,  currently  the  Residence  Director 
of  Mara  Village,  will  also  be  in  charge  of  the 
Town  Houses.  Deborah  Quinlan,  Residence 
Director  of  Aubuchon  Hall,  will  also  be  in 
charge  of  Herlihy  Hall  for  the  completion  of 
the  1998  school  year. 

Although  Torpie  and  Clarke  will  be  missed, 
the  residence  life  staff  is  confident  that  the 
changes  taking  place  be  positive  for  FSC.

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FSC  Athletics:  Cheerleaders  Not  Included 


The  cheerleaders  at  Fitchburg  State 
College  are  once  again  in  a  dilemma. 
Although  they  are  officially  considered  a  club 
at  FSC,  They  don't  believe  they  are  getting 
the  recognition  and  support  they  deserve. 
The  FSC  cheerleaders  are  here  to  support 
their  school  and  athletics,  and  would  like  a 
chance  to  improve  on  their  abilities. 

With  good  intention  from  the  FSC  Campus 
Center,  the  cheerleaders  have  been  able  to 
book  practice  time  in  the  Dance  Studio. 
Although  this  does  help  them,  it  still  limits 
them  when  it  comes  to  practicing  stunts, 
which  are  an  important  part  of  the  cheerlead- 
ing  criteria  due  to  the  height  of  the  ceiling. 
The  cheerleaders  are  also  able  to  practice  in 
Russell  Towers'  lobby  and  Aubuchon  Hall's 
lobby,  but  the  height  of  these  ceilings  pro- 
hibits them  from  being  to  stunt  at  all. 

If  the  cheerleaders  were  able  to  present 
themselves  showing  their  capabilities  and 
improvement  to  the  school  they  would 
receive  the  respect  they  deserve.  The  cheer- 
leaders would  also  possibly  find  more  sup- 
port from  the  schools  athletic  department.

"We  should  be  treated  like  a 
sport,  like  the  other  schools  do.  We  are  con- 
sidered a  club,  but  this  limits  us."    The  FSC 


Cheerleaders  are  greatly  appreciative  to  any 
type  of  support  that  they  receive.  Being  rec- 
ognized as  a  club  is  a  step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion, but  they  would  still  like  to  become  an 
official  sport  in  order  to  receive  the  funding 
that  is  necessary. 

Sabrina  Hale,  another  FSC  Cheerleader, 
agrees  the  cheerleaders  need  practice  space 
with  higher  ceilings.  "We're  greatly  apprecia- 
tive that  we  are  able  to  book  space  in  Russell 
Towers  and  in  the  Dance  Studio,  but  we  need 
to  practice  in  a  space  that  has  higher  ceilings, 
like  the  one  in  the  gym.  The  cheerleaders 
are  given  practice  time  in  the  gym,  but  the 
times  booked  arg  not  until  the  basketball  sea- 
son is  over. 

Sabrina  also  added,  "We  are  supported  by 
the  Campus  Center,  but  not  the  Athletic 
Department.  Yet,  we  support  the  Athletic 
Department  by  cheering  at  the  games." 

Not  only  do  the  FSC  cheerleaders  support 
the  school  by  cheering  for  their  athletic 
teams,  but  they  also  have  been  called  to  rep- 
resent FSC  at  ceremonies,  such  as  the 
Lightning  Ceremony  during  the  fall  1997 
semester.  They  also  are  part  of  the  main 
entertainment  during  the  school's  pep  rallies. 
The  FSC  cheerleaders  led  the  parade  during 
the  Opening  Pep  Rally  which  started  out  the 
1997-98  athletic  season. 

Mike  Rogers,  FSC  student  and  basketball 


fan,  felt  "the  cheerleaders  were  useless  dur- 
ing games,  because  there  wasn't  much 
space  in  the  gym  as  it  was."  He  was  asked  if 
he  felt  cheerleading  should  become  a  sport 
and  he  answered  negatively.  When  it  was 
explained  to  him  why  it  was  so  important  for 
the  cheerleaders  to  become  a  sport,  he 
understood  and  changed  his  mind.  His 
answer:  "Yes,  if  they  had  a  coach." 

The  FSC  Cheerleaders  understand  there 
are  limited  funds  and  do  appreciate  what  is 
given  to  them,  but  would  like  to  perform  to 
their  fullest  potential. 

Beth  Carr,  FSC  Cheerleader,  feels  not 
having  a  coach  limits  their  potential.

The  Falcons  (18-4-1) 
clinched  +he  North  Division 
Championship  for  the  fifth  year 
in  a  row  with  a  9-1  win  over 
Salve  Regina.  This  gives  them 
a  home  playoff  game  on  March 
4th  at  7:30. 

If  Fitchburg  wins  the  division 
they  will  be  garunteed  on  of  the 
top  three  seeds.  If  they  win  the 
first  aame  they  will  have  a  sec- 
ond home  game. 

Tournament  seedings  will  be 
determined  on  Sunday  March 
1  st.  Fitchburg  and  St.  Michaels 
for  the  top  seed. 

Damon  Moore  and  Jeff 
DuRoss  are  currently  1-2  in  the 
country  in  scoring.  Moore  has 
18  goals,  52  assists  and  70 
points  while  DuRoss  has  39- 
26-65  totals.

The  Men's  Basketball  team 
will  host  Massachusetts 
College  in  the  single  game 
elimination  playoff  format  on 
the  24th. 
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In  front  of  a  crowd  of  400-plus,  the 
Fitchburg  State  Falcons  suffered  a  tough 
home  loss  to  the  Bentley  Falcons  on 
Wednesday  Februaury  18th  by  the  score  of 
4-3. 

FSC's  number  one  scoring  offense  in  the 
nation  had  a  really  hard  time  getting  their 
offense  going  until  the  middle  of  the  third 
period.  They  fell  too  far  behind  and  couldn't 
catch  up  due  to  the  aggressive  play  of 
Bentley.  Both  teams  played  tough  in  the  cor- 
ners which  was  clearly  shown  by  Tom 
Gordon's  check  that  broke  the  glass  and 
stopped  play  for  about  20^?linutes. 

They  had  many  scoring  opportunities 
throughout  the  night,  but  they  just  couldn't 
put  the  puck  in  the  net.  The  main  reason  was 
Bentley's  6'4"  215  lb.  netminder  Joe  Cullen 
who  had  31  saves  on  the  night.  "When  you 
got  down  there,  you  couldn't  even  see  the 
net,"  said  Chris  Caron.  "You  had  to  look  over 
the  kid's  shoulder  to  find  it."  Cullen's  great
